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INTRODUCTION. 


I started Madrasai Asafia cn the 5th of Mehir 1305 F, 
on residential lines for the welfare of the general public of 
these Dominions, My main object is to give secular and 
religious education to youths of these Dominions, The 
Madrasa, Mahboobia Mosque, Boarding House and play 
grounds are all situated on a plot of Jand which was granted 
for these public purposes by the late Sir Asman Jah Bahadur 
during his lifetime. It was a happy augury for the school 
that its name “‘Asafia” was not only suggested by His late 
Highness the Nizam but also a munificent grant of three 
hundred rupees per month was generously sanctioned in the 
year 1316 Hijri by a Farman-e-Mubarak written by His late 
Highness the Nizam in his own hand which will ever be 
preserved in the records of the School, A copy of the said 
Farman-e-Mubarak is given below :—

Your Arzdasht dated the 4th Zihaj 1316 Hijri regarding 
the sanction of monthly donation for Madrasai Asafia has 
been perused, From the beginning of the current Fasli 
month a grant of fhree hundred rupees Hali per month be 
given, 

S/d- GUFRAN-MAKAN (LATE HIGHNESS) 
11th Zihay 1316 Hijri. 
Saturday. 
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The grand four-storied Mahboobia Mosque has been 
built in memory of Gufran Makan, His late Highness. Our 
august master H.E.H. the Nizam, Nawab Mir Osman Ali Khan 
Bahadur granted a lump sum of Ks, 25,000 fur its construc- 
tion; and by a verbal Ferman-e-Mubarak bestowed on it the 
designation of “Mahboobia Mosque” after the name of his 
great and illustrious father of happy memory. Apart from 
this, the public, and the various departments of our State 
have helped in the past and are still helping this Educational 
Institution. In view of these circumstances I thought it 
advisable to get the whole of the property registered in the 
Register of Awkuf (endowment) maintained by the Ecclesias- 
tical Department on the 2nd of Mehir 1343 Fasli. This 
Madrasa has advanced through several progressive stages 
during the last forty one years, reaching the status of a High 
School. In the sole interest of the good of our State and its 
people I have entirely entrusted the management of the 
Madrasa under the rules and regulations attached herewith to 
a Board of Trustees which consists of sympathetic and 


distinguised men of our country, 


In the end I pray for the future advancement of the 
Madrasa May God give it every success and may the 


Madrasa prosper for ever.

The object of the School shall be to 
Section II. : . 
impart secular education as well as moral 
physical and military training to the students, A branch for 
commercial and industrial training will remain attached to the 
school. Apart from instruction in English, Urdu, Arabic 
and Persian languages and religious education there shall be a 
definite arrangement for giving instruction in Modern Arts. 
As the school is residential in its nature, the training of the 
boarders in all other respects shall be given special attention 


to along with their general education. 


CHAPTER Il. 





Powers of the Board of Trustees. 


The Board of Trustees of the Madrasa 
shall be the supreme authority for the control 
and entire management of the Schoo] under these laws and

regulations, 
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The Board of Trustees shall be entitled 
to alter the laws and regulations for the 
benefit of the School whenever deemed necessary. 


Section IV. 


All the movable and immovable property 
of the Madrasa shall be nnder the control of 
the Board of Trustees: 


Section V, 


As it is, all the immovable property, 

buildings, lands etc. pertaining to the Madrasa 

has been endowed permanently by means of a deed of endow- 
ment duly registered on the 2nd Mehir 1343 Fasli and placed 
under the supervision of the Government, through the 
Eccleciastical Department, for the education and training of 
the youths. The Board of Trustees shall be entitled to 
make such alterations in the immovable property of the 
School as may appear necessary in the interests of the school, 


Section VI. 


CHAPTER III. 
Constitution of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The tote] number of the members of the 
Board of Trustees shall be eleven, excluding 
the Secretary; and all of them shall be Mohammadans. The 
ae of the present members are shown in the supplementary 
ist (A). 


Section VII. 


The election of the members of the Board 
of Trustees shall take place once in three 
years. Among these members there shall be the Director of 
Public Instruction as adviser on educational matters, the 
Director, Ecclesiastical Department, in the interest of the 
property endowed and a relative of Nawab Mumtaz Yar-ud- 
Dowla Bahadur, who shall be elected by the remaining

members of the Board of Trustees. Excluding the above 
mentioned three members the other eight shall comprise 
Government officers and other respectable persons. 


NOTE :—In case of inability to attend, the Direc- 
tor of Public Instruction and the 
Ecclesiastical Department shall each 
depute an officer to represent them at 
the meeting. 


Section IX, Members once elected can be re-elected, 


The quorum shall consist of the Secretary 
Section X. 
and at least three members. 


If any membership falls vacant it shall be 
Section XI. 
filled as far as possible from the same class to 


which the original member belonged. 


The election of the President shall take 

place once every year in the month of Azur by 

the members of the Board of Trustees at their meeting. If in 

any meeting of the Board of Trustees the President is unable 

to attend the members present shall be entitled to elect 
a president from among themselves. 


Section XIl. 


Being the founder of the Madrasa, Major 
Nawab Mumtaz Yar-ud-Dowla Bahadur shall 
be the Honorary Secretary of the Board of Trustees for life, 


Section XIII, 


after his demise the person who is considered by the Board 
to be competent shall be appointed Secretary for a period 
of three years. 
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The place of a member shall be deemed 
Section XIV, , : 
vacant under the following circumstances :— 
(a) When the member elected refuses to accept 
the place, or resigns it, or dies, or perma- 
nently goes outside the State. 


(6) Whenthe member elected is absent from 
three consecutive meetings without assign- 
ing a cogent reason. 


(c) When the member elected is found to be 
guilty of an offence, which in the judgment 
of the members proves to be a moral 
offence. 


CHAPTER IV, 





Duties of the Board of Trustees. 


The duties of the Board of Trustees shall 
Section XV, : : 
comprise the following :— 


(a) The sanction of the annual budget. 


(6) The appointment, dismissal suspension and 
the grant of long leave of the Head Master, 
teachers and other employees whose salaries 
exceed twenty rupees. 


(e) The sanction of proposals regarding the 
reform of students. : 
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(d) The enforcing of the syllabus and regulations 
passed by the Educational Department, 


(e) The supervision of the general financial 
condition of the school. 


(f) The convening of a meeting at the instance 
of the Secretary. 


CHAPTER V. 


Duties of the Secretary. 





The Secretary shall be an officer who 
shall be held responsible to the Board of 
Trustees for all the administrative work cf the School. 


Section XVI. 


(a) He shall be entitled to spend according to the 
budget sanctioned by the Board of Trus- 
tees, sumS for salaries and other expenses 
and shall be held solely responsible for the 
general maintenance of accounts and 
management of the office. © 


(6) He shall convene the meetings of the Boara 
of Trustees, and shall record the proceed- 
ings of the meetings and act accordingly 
after taking the signature of the President 
on the proceedings. 


(c) He shall be entitled to correspond on behalf 
of the Board of Trustees. 
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(@) He shall be empowered to appoint, dismiss 
suspend er fine and grant long leave t© 
servants drawing a salary of Rs. 20/- and 
less, 


(e) In special circumstances Whenever necessary, 
he shall be entitled, pending sanction of the 
Board, to appoint or suspend teachers or 
servants, whose salaries exceed Rs. 20/-. 
But in any case he shall have no right to 
appoint or suspend the Head Master. 


(f) He shali carry out all the administrative 
work of the School through the Head 
Master of the School. 


CHAPTER VI. 





School Funds, their Income and 
expenditure. 


The capital of the school shall consist of

(a) Reserve Fund, being the cash amount or 
Promissory Notes already reserved or 
collected in future for this purpose. This 
capital shall be considered a perpetually 
reserved fund, only its interest shal] be 
spent for the purposes of the school, The 
supplementary list (B) of the present re- 
serve fund is attached herewith, (Page 12). 
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(6) The items of income and expenditure regard- 
ing current accounts are attached herewith in 
the supplementary list (C,) (Page 13) 


The amounts of Reverse fund already 
deposited or to be deposited in future in the 
Imperial Bank of India, or in any other bank, in the name 
of the Honorary Secretary, Madrasai Asafia shall not be 
withdrawn or changed without the consent of the Board of

If any person generously gives a dona-

shall be responsible for spending such amount according to
